The bricklayer went. Washed his hands on 
the back porch, entered the dining room, and 
sat himself down by the stove a few mo- 
ments to warm. A wo matt entered, gaziDg as 
one faciuated upon the bricklayer, approached 
him nervously and cried out: * 

“My husband!” 

“My wife!” was the philosophical answer, 
“but what do you do here?” 

It was indeed their first meeting since 1862.

The Recess -The Census Bill — Last 

Year’s Farce— How the Money Goes 

— Snmner and the Doctors Kentuck- 
ians About - Ramsey Ding— “Not 

that Paper.” 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14, 1869. 

It is settled that, with the exception of the 
census bill, no act of public importance will 
be considered in Congress before tbe holidays. 
In the olden times, when public duty was 
binding ou tbe conscience of our legislators. 
Congress never took a recess over the time 
limited by law; but neither law nor the Con- 
stitution is respected in these latter days, and 
so each year there is a recess of two weeks 
taken, so the well-paid, fat aud saucy Con- 
gressmen may eo home or elsewhere, and en- 
joy themselves at Uncle Sam’s expense. It 
was at first proposed that the recess should 
extend from December 15 to January 5, but 
leading Senators swore (Senators do swear) 
they wouldn’t tolerate such an idea, aud it 
was agreed to adjourn over from December 
22 to January 5. That is the present under- 
standing. 

the census bill 

must necessarily go through before the first 
of January, for, in the event of failure, the 
census would be taken under the old system. 
As tbe new mode proposed will give employ- 
ment to a horde of hungry placemen, other- 
wise unprovided for by the administration, tbe 
bill is pretty certain to become a law. But 
tbe indications are that the Democrats will 
vote against it in a body, on account of the 
feature above aud others only less objection- 
able. 

THE FARCE OF LAST YEAR. 

Last year, when the Presidential election 
was pending, the Radicals made a great out- 
cry abont economy and retrenchment. Wasb- 
burne, of Illinois, Grant’s chief fugleman, at 
the head of the Appropriation Committee, cut 
dowu every estimate to absurdly low figures— 
all for effect, of course. The result is there 
must be a deficiency bill reported to cover the 
amount, which swells up to tens of millious. 
The estimates for the next fiscal year are near- 
ly fifty millions over that of the present; and 
as there is no need of pretense, now that the 
Radicals control the whole machinery of gov- 
ernment, the amounts will be voted by the 
Congress. 

HOW THE MONEY GOES. 

A practice sprung up within a few years, 
having its origin, I believe, during the war, 
that continues, but which ought to be stop- 
ped. The members of tbe Cabinet, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, Clerk of the 
House and Secretary of the Senate, all ride in 
conveyances at the public expense Any e>r 
all of these officials may, and do, order their 
carriages and horses for private convenience 
and not for public service, and Uncle Samuel 
foots tbe bilL But I am not as yet able to 
point out tbe fund from which the bill is liq- 
uidated. Inquiries were made at the Treas- 
ury the other day by a Congressman touching 
tbe subject, but he was unable to get any in- 
formation. 1 fancy a resolution will be of- 
fered iu Congress bearing on the matter, 
which may develop the desired information. 

SUMNER AND THE DOCTORS. 

The Massachusetts Senator loves notoriety 
as well as he does the colored gentlemen anil 
ladies. He thirsts for the sensational as much 
as does Henry Ward Beecher, or that other 
pink of propriety, Mrs. Beecher Stowe. Iu 
truth, Sumner is nothiug if not sensational. 
HU last effort for the darkies U directed 
against the W’ashiugton doctors. Now these 
men have a chartered society, with a code 
which, 1 suppose, is sometuing like the 
famous “code of ethics” of the Louisville doc- 
tors. It was made long ago; made before 
panniers and chignons carried everything by 
storm; made when the callud gemtnen aspir- 
ed to shine as barbers and boot-blacks, rather 
than m the halls of legislation. Aud so it 
doesn’t recognize the right of the black to be- 
come a member of said society. And tnis “is 
opposed to the age of civilization,” ex- 
claimed the pompous Senator the other day. 
Whereupon he offered a resolution to ascer- 
tain what legislation is necessary to compel 
the white doctor to admit the negro doctors to 
equality. OtherwUc the charter of said society 
is to be annulled, and the committee will re- 
port a bill. It will be some consolation to 
your Louisville doctors, however, to know 
that tbe eminent Senator does not propose to 
extend its provisions to Kentucky at present. 
But if Bland Ballard’s court has the right to 
take jurisdiction over police cases because 
your State constitution doesn’t allow the negro 
to testify, why, then, when the tiiteeuth 
ameedment is proclaimed adopted, and Ken- 
tucky refuses to bow down and worship the 
ebony idol, the Louisville medical gents 
must take the consequences — which are, ne- 
gro and the code of ethics; otherwise, no ne- 
gro no ethics. But they do say some of the 
committee laugh at Sumner; but the Wash- 
ington doctors damn him with hearty good 
will.

Russell, the correspondent of the 
London Times, publishes “A Diary in the 
East,” describing the recent tour of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales in Egypt, Tur- 
key and the Crimea. 

The Presidential brother-in-law, Gen. Fred. 
Dent, has just bought, it is said, a villa on 
Georgetown Hights for 819,000. A Radical 
paper tells us that Dent was poor when he 
went to the White House. 

Mbs. James Fisk, jr., who lives in a Bos- 
ton house four stories high, has upwards of 
four hundred thousand dollars’ worth of jew- 
els. She has a set of diamond earrings, 
brooch, and cross for Decklace, that is valued 
at thirty thousand dollars. 

M. Meubice, it is said, has just purchased, 
for sixteen hundred pounds sterling, the MS. 
of a novel, by Victor Hugo, entitled “The 
Crime of the Second of December.” The 
publisher of “L’Homme qui Rit,” it is also 
said, has declined to publish it. 

Col. Piebson, of New York, has one of the 
cleverest fathers-m-law that this country ha> 
recently produced. His name is old man 
Rhodes, of Providence, R. I. When his 
daughter, Augusta, married CoL Pieraon, one 
day last week, he gave her a house in New 
York worth sixty thousand dollars, and fifty 
thousand dollars in greenbacks. 

The Chicago Times says of “Wils” Schaffer, 
of Freeport, Illinois, whom Grant has recent- 
appointed Governor of Utah: “Schaffer 

is perhaps the only man in America (not evet 
excepting his friend Ben.

He is 
nearly as suitable a person for Governor of 
Utah as Beu Butler would be for cashier of the 
Federal treasury.” 

Mbs. Therese Yelverton has written a 
letter to the Philadelphia Literary Gazette, 
expressing her regret at the purpose of Mr. 
Wilkie Collins to make her “infelicitous mar- 
riage the basis for another novel, more than 
twenty,” she says, “having been founded 
upon the aflair already,” and especially com- 
plaining that the advertisement of “Man and 
Wife” says that the union, “like that of Major 
Yelverton and Therese Longwortb, was ille- 
gal.” Mrs. Yelverton is determined to have i< 
remembered that her marriage has been pro- 
nounced legal by the highest courts, and that 
she holds a judgment for maintenance whicli 
would be enforced couid her faithless hus- 
band be found. 

Of the late Senator Fessenden Don Piatt 
says in a letter to the Cincinnati Commercial: 
‘8enator Fessenden was unquestionably an 
eminent man. But he was also a disagreeable 
one. Cold and distant in his manner, he was 
dyspeptic in habit, and about as unpleasant 
to his allies os he was hateful to his oppo 
nents. He was of high-toued integrity, and 
sought through life to do his duty; but he 
had not the breadth of mind uor tbe habits ol 
study that go to make up the statesman. He 
represented faithfully his locality, and never 
got beyond its narrow, mean interests and 
vigotry. In the oldeu time, before the war, 
he was to New England what Toombs and 
Davis were to the South, aDd it was remarked 
that he fairly met his opponents by lighting 
them with their own weapons.”

They are about sixty feet 
long over all, and have a very superior truck 
both for ildlng purposes and on account of safety 
each truck having six wheels, making twelve 
wheels under the car, Instead of the ordmary 
number of eight. These cars were nutlt for Mr. 
Pa ne at the Ohio Fails Car-works, and are very 
^tronglv and substantially constructed, and fin- 
ished in otled walnut, relieved by ebony and 
gilt molding-, the metal trimmings, such 
lamp-, 4c.. being made Is bronze to correspond 
with the finish of tbe car. The oil paintings In 
the celling and ral-ed root are the work or Mr 
Lawrence, of New York. Each car has a vesti- 
bule ut each entrance, so that when tbe conduc- 
tor aDd other persons are passing In and out no 
ralo, dust, or cold air can disturb the passenger, 
a- the outer door Is closed before the Inside one 
tsopenel. Inside the car the floor Is covered 
with tbe best of English Brussels carpet, in the 
center of the car Isa drawing-room, In part of 
which and directly facing the entrance, Is a 
handsome marble wash bowl backed by a large 
mirror, which conveniences are for the use 
or the car. Tbe drawing-room itself Is com- 
pleted wub genuine Wilton carpeting, and con- 
tains a safe, two large armed chairs, and card- 
table; also a separate wash-room for the exclu- 
sive u-e of the occupants of this room. 

These car* are heated by two of E. N. Grant* 
Oo. s safety stoves, in which the fire ts always 
put out tn case of accident, for the base of the 
stove Is a water tank, and has six pipes or open- 
ings fTom the tank Into the bottom of the stove, 
so that, if the car should tip at any unusual an- 
gle, the water would rush from the tank Into the 
stove aud extinguish the fire. These cars will 
run for tbe present between this city and Nash- 
ville, leaving Louisville at 7:90 a. x. and 4.-80 p. 
u. Mr. Williams will be found as conductor on 
the Nashville and Mr. €ote on the Louisville. 



The Rate of Interest. 

1 believe a bill has been introduced into tbe 
Legislature of Kentucky providing for a con 
ventional rate of interest. This is all right. 
I believe that such a move has been made by 
some one at almost every session of the Leg 
islature during the last ten years. The peo- 
ple generally find no fault to the enactment of 
a law recognizing what is already practiced by 
common conaeut, viz: the loaning of money at 
eight or ten per cent, per annum. The law 
could remain as it is, with this change, that 
any amount of interest agreed upon iu wiitin 
not exceeding ten per cent, should be bin 
ing and lawful. 

It seems truly astonishing that our law 
makers, upon closely approaching such 
practical measure, have invariably foimd 
scarecrow in it. They must know full well 
that restricting the use of money to six per 
cent, by law, docs not prevent to any extent 
ita use at a higher rate. 8uch action is un- 
worthy of this euthrhtened and progressive 
age and its wants. Some wholesome restraint 
upon exorbitant rates and manifest extortion 
would be all right, but this short-sighted 
policy, of which successive Legislatures have 
State ^ ^ cr ®dit to our enlightened

Washington, Dec. 18.— The bill to recon- 
struct Georgia, baviug passed the Senate this 
morning at half past one o’clock, after a con- 
tinuous session of thirteen hours, it is under- 
r-tood that the programme Is to be substan- 
tially repeated in the House on Monday, when 
the bill reaches there. The object is to pass 
the measure so the President can sign it be- 
fore the holiday recesa, and anticipate thereby 
any action of the Georgia Legislature, which 
would otherwise meet the first week in Jan- 
uary. The Conservative delegations here sav 
that, if the Legislature were allowed to 
meet without Congressional interference, 
it would restore the colored members in ac- 
cordance with the resolutions passed last ses- 
sion, to this effect, namely: That if the Su- 
preme Court of the State decided that the ex- 
pulsion was illegal, the negro members would 
be restored. Gov. Bullock vetoed the reso- 
lution, but, as the Supreme court has decided 
the expulsion illegal, the Legislature is ready 
to restore them. The Senate bill will proba- 
bly pass the House, with the exaction that 
the Legislature 6hall ratify the fifteenth 
amendment before being entitled to read- 
mission.

Election of Delegates— Apathy of the 
People — Louisville and Chattanooga 
Railroad Bill. 

Nashville, Dec. 18. — The Banner has dis- 
patches from all parts of the State which in- 
dicate a general apathy in the election of del- 
egates to the Constitutional Convention. 
The vota i# light nearly everywhere. Enough 
is known, however, to render it pretty cer- 
tain the majority for the convention will be 
at least 30,000, Hamilton county, of which 
Chattanooga is the capital, votes against the 
convention by a majority of about 100 and sends 
Radical delegates to the convention. 

In this city there was only one vote cast 
against the convention, which can probably be 
attributed to the fact that Congressman 
Stokes’ letter was published here this morn- 
ing, tn which he earnestly urged the Republi- 
cans not to have anything to do, oneway or 
another, with the convention business. 

In Williamson county the nominee ©f the 
County Convention was beaten three to one 
by the independent candidate. The latter 
ran on the universal suffrage platform, while 
the former represented the white man’s gov- 
ernment party. Both were Conservatives. 

The general indifference among Conserva- 
tives arose in part from a suspicion that the 
convention will resort to uncalled-for or revo- 
lutionary measures. Its not hkely, however, 
that the body will exhibit any tendency in 
that direction. A decided majority of those 
elected will favor a universal suffrage pro- 
vision. 

The Louisville and Chattanooga railroad 
bill was called up to-day in the House on the 
third reading, but, owing to no quorum’s beiDg 
present when the bill was put on its passage, 
it will bave to be laid over until the Legisla- 
ture convenes on the 5th of January. It was 
amended as follows: Proposing additional in- 
corporators and commissioners on the part of 
the State of Tennessee; providing tor 200 feet 
for the use of a double track; authorizing the 
company to run their road from Gallatin, 
Murfreesboro, or Lebanon to Decatur, Ala. 

Legislative Proceedings — Cincinnati 
Railroad Bill Goes Over— Election 
lor a Convention— Indifference Man- 
ifested. 

Nashville, Dec. 18.— The Senate to-day 
passed on the third reading the House bill to 
pay Ward & Briggs, lessees of the peniten- 
tiary $132,000 of their claim against the State, 
and adopted a resolution providing for taking 
possession of the peniteutiary. Also passed 
on the third reading the House bill to reduee 
the tax on liquor- dealers. The bill is a great 
reduction on the old tax, and satisfactory to 
trade. 

The House bill to reduce the tax on mer- 
chants, adopting the ad valorem system, pass- 
ed the second reading, and was made the 
special order for the second Tuesday in Jan- 
uary. 

The Senate then adjourned until Wednes- 
day uext, thus cutting off action on the Cin- 
cinnati Southern railroad till after the 5th of 
Januaiy, as no quorum can be had after to- 
day, and the Legislature adjourns Wednesday 
till the 5th of January. 

The penitentiary was the subject of discus- 
sion in the House, aud that body finally 
passed the Senate Mil, providing for the man- 
agement of that institution, on the first read- 
ing, and adopted the Senate resolution au- 
thorizing the directors to take immediate 
charge of the labor and materials of tne pen- 
itentiary. 

The Louisville and Chattanooga railroad 
bill was taken np and amended so as to pro- 
vide additional incorporators and commis- 
sions on the part of the State, giving two 
hundred feet for the use of a double track, 



and authorizing the company to run their 
road from Gallatin to Lebanon or Murfrees- 
boro, and to Decatur, Ala. The bill was pnt 
upon its passage, but no quorum being pres- 
ent. the House adjourned till Monday. 

The election to-day for members to the 
Constitutional Convention passed off quietly. 
The utmost indifference was manifested by 
the voters. Polls were open in only five of 
•he ten city wards. In these, 1,148 votes were 
cast for convention, and one against. Edge- j 
field- gave 4G for convention. The weatner 
was raw and inclement, but voters absented 
themselves from the polls because they were 
not certain that the action of the convention 
would be conservative. The opponents of the ; 
convention did not vote. Under the law au- 
thorizing conventions a majority of the votes 
cast prevail, and the convention will be held 
chough the vote be light. The apathy of 
Nashville does not generally prevail in the 
State. 

Memphis, Dee. 18.— The vote to-day ou the 
Constitutional Convention was light. But 
little interest was manifested. The vote of 
tne city is: For the Convention 2,571; against 
the convention 224. The Avalanche’s Browns- 
ville dispatch gives the vote there: For the 
convention 346; against 50. 

MEXICO. 



Ovntious to Seward — The Press— A 
Dearth of Revolutions— Several In- 
surrections— Persecution ot Protest- 
ants. 

Havana, Dec. 18. — The mail steamer from 
Vera Cruz brings dates from the City of 
Mexico to the lOih inst. 

The ovations to Seward continued. On 
the 3d Seuor Romero gave a grand dinner in 
his honor, at which speeches were made by 
Romero, Frederick Seward and others. On 
the 8th a grand ball, attended by four thou- 
sand citizeus, was given at tbe National Thea- 
ter. The neighboring streets were decorated 
and illuminated. The Monitor, referring to 
Seward’s speech about his disinterestedness 
in coming to Mexico, says “a guilty tOB- 
science needs no accuser.” 

The French journal criticises Romero se- 
verely for toasting the King of Prussia, say- 
ing that Bismarck’s spies Keep close watch 
of the movements of Seward and Romero. 
Some journals continue to give political sig- 
nificance to Seward’s trip The entire Re- 
public is fall of prouunciamentos, and there 
is a temporary lull in revolutions. At 8u 
Luis and at Queretaro armed factions were 
confronting each otner. Several skirmishes 
had already occurred. Armed insurrection 
exists in Michoacau. Bands have taken the 
field in Jalisco. At Mazatlan a revolution is 
hourly expected. 

A company of Federal troops was attacked 
in the State of Mexico, only eight leagues 
from the capital. A captain ana three sol- 
diers were killed. Disturbances had also oc- 
curred at TualaciDge. The Monitor states 
that the Sixth battalion of troops had joined 
the Puebla insurgents, and the Fourth bat- 
talion had been defeated. Gen. Alatorre had 
intormed the Department that he hud uo con- 
fidence in his troops in their present condi- 
tion. 

A mob had attacked a Protestant congre- 
gation at Puebla daring service. The inob 
was led by an Imperialist officer aud urged on 
by priests. Many of the congregation were 
severely injured, and some, it is supposed, will 
die. The mob tried to burn the Protestants 
alive, using Bibles as a funeral pile. The po- 
lice interfered and arrested several of the riot- 
ers. They afterwards went to several Pro- 
testant houses, insulting and threatening the 
inmates. 

MAUCH CHUNK. 



Terrible Disaster— A Block of Houses 

Swallowed Up— Ten Persons Lost. 

Mauch Chunk, Pa., Dec. 18.— At Stoek- 
ton, two miles from Hazleton, about 5 o’clock 
this morning, the earth over the mine, which 
has not been worked for fifteen years, gave 
way. One block of houses was swallowed up 
so quickly that two families living in them 
had no time to escape, except one girl, who 
fled from the house, but not far enough to tt 
cape falling. She fell on the top of a house, 
aud was rescued. Three tainilies living in the 
next block just escaped. Ten persons were 
swallowed up with the bouses — George Swank 
and his family of four children, Mr Rich, his 
wife, child, and mother, and one other. The 
unfortunates are still in the mines, and must 
certainly be dead. 

The Hazleton steam fire-engine has been 
throwing a constant stream on the ruins since 
daylight. The firemen are doing all in their 
power. A rope has been ezteaded around 
the hole and all persobs excluded from the 
immediate vicinity. Trains are running from 
Hazleton every hour to the scene of the dis- 
aster, and will do so until alt the bodies are 
recovered, which will be some time yet, as it 
is dangerous to enter on the work ol the 
rescue. The earth still continuing to fall and 
enlarging the cavity continually. The excite- 
ment is very great and increasing. Families 
in the vicinity are movii g out of their honses 
rapidly, fearing that they will go next. It is 
the general opinion that other houses will fall 
in. There is also danger of the mines taking 
fire. 

Messrs. Lenderman & Skier arrived at the 
scene of the disaster this afternoon. They 
are sparing no pains to secure the bodies as 
speedily as possible.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 18.— Pembinq ad- 
vices to the 6th report McDongall as having 
enlisted a body of whites and Indians, in 
equal numbers, to march on Fort Geary at 
once. The rebels have four hundred men to 
defend this position. 

Chicago, Dec. 18. — The St. Paul Press to- 
day publishes a letter from Pembina, dated 
Dee. 7th, which says: However incredible it 
may appear, it is nevertheless true, that Gov- 
ernor McDougall is willing to enlist even sav- 
ages in order to force his yoke upon the 
Christian people at Winnepeg. I learned that 
McDougall’s emissaries were" using evey effort 
to induce the Swampy Indians, near the 
month of Red river, to declare for Canada, 
and to take up arms in favor of McDongal. The 
writer says the notorious showman, cut-throat 
and out-luw fiend who instigated the Sioux 
to destroy the United States mail on the Ruf- 
fles route to Montana, had beeu furnished 
with an ouftit by one of the McDougallites, 
ostensibly to trade with the hostile Sioux 
camped near Moose river, but with the ac- 
tual intention of enlisting from four to six 
hundred of those bloody devils on the side of 
Canada and McDougall, and I am sorry to in- 
form you that Richard McDougall, Attorney 
General, has confirmed this information, and, 
in the presence of several gentlemen, justified 
Canada and McDongall iu making use of any 
force obtainable for the purpose of subju- 
gating the Red River people. 

A postscript to this letter says: Sad news 
has arrived that Col. Dennis, the Dominion 
Surveyor General of the Northwest Territo- 
ries, has tucceeded in raising and aiming 
some two hundred Swampy Indians and a 
number of their English half breed relations; 
that they have garrisoned the stono fort, 
and as soon as they form a junction with 
the Canadians, and the tribe from Miu- 
nesoata, at Portage, La Pierre will march 
upou the provisioned force at and near Fort 
Geary. 

Gcd. Reil has called in his reserve, who were 
temporarily absent, and over three hundred 
* armed men" will be reported at headquarters 
within a few hours.

Another letter says a proclamation of Mc- 
Dougall has beeu captured and suppressed.
